1. EMBOFF DISCUSSED DRAFT PROGRAM TRANSMITTED REF B 
WITH HANSPETER WEBER SEPTEMBER 10. PROGRAM GENERALLY 
ACCEPTABLE, BUT WEBER CONTINUES TO HAVE PROBLEMS DES- 
CRIBED PARA. 2 REF A. HE FRANKLY CONSIDERS DRAFT 
PROGRAM TOO GENERAL AND TOO "INFORMATION TOUR" ORIENTED,
